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Sugarloaf Mountain. On the northern shores of Bantry 
Bay and about seven miles west of Glengariff. It rises 
to a height of 1,887 feet, the path of ascent being easily 
found and eminently practicable. From the summit a 
glorious view of the Bay and the wild rugged country 
may be obtained, with beautiful Glengariff nestling 
amid the surrounding hills, a sight which well repays the 
effort made. 
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
